If this link is built it will moan 
that the read from Welling 
through to the Sunshine Trail 
will he taken over and maintain¬ 
ed by the Government a s a jcc- 
ondarv highway, and the Mun¬ 
icipality will thus be spared a. 
goodly sum each year for upkeep 
which can then be devoted t'* 
road work in some other part 
of the dstirict. The Munici • 
pality will urge that this pavtic • 
ular piece of road he graded arC 
gravelled during th e present 
season. In the event of this 
project being carried out it will 
also mean that the town will 
have another four, blocks of roPr T 
to gravel from the centre cf 
town to the east side, and ibis, 
will create work within the 
town. 

Another item in the Mu- 
nicinality meeting was the 
striking of the Tax Rate, 
which will be five mills, 
The valuation has baen low¬ 
ered, which will mean a 
reduction in the Supplem¬ 
entary RevrHie Tax. rnd 
nn corresponding increase 
V the General Taxes of the 
district.

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RAIN AND CROPS 

In recent years we have been 
praying that every time a cloud 
appeared in the sky it would 
bring a shower of rain. Now, 
each tim e we see a cloud we are 
afraid it will bring rain, and 
right now, we don't, want it. 

Like many other things in 
life, the weather is beyond our 
control, and there is no use 
worrying ourselves sick about 
something we can’t help. Don’t 
get faint hearted so soon. Now 
that the drought is over, let it 
rain for a few days before we 
start asking for dry weather. 
It has been dry so many years 
we hate to get our feet wet. but 
usually in damp years we have 
heavy yields from our fields, 
and it is only once in a great 
long while that we ever get so 
much moisture that we are un 
able to harvest a crop. 

With tractors and power ma¬ 
chinery it doesn’t take long to 
get a crop in, and we know that 
when weather is just right, it 


doesn’t take long tor the grain 
crops to grow and mature so 
instead of fretting about so 
much moisture, just get grain 
cleaned, treated, and every¬ 
thing ready to go when the go¬ 
ing is good. Get a few hours 
extra sleep stored up now, so 
that when you start on the land, 
if you have to you can stand 
18 hours a day fora couple of 
week s until the crop is in, and 
then you can ease off again 
and recuperate. 

The present storm was not 
very general, being rbout 
miles wide east and west, and 
three miles north of town there 
was only half as much mois¬ 
ture as there was right here in 
town according to reports, so by 
the time this is printed, unless 
we have more storm, there will 
lie many of the farmers on the 
land getting tlie crops in and 
away to a harvest. It is nice 
too, to look about and seo the 
hills and valleys covered with 
nice green grass, so healthy 
looking and so succulent for the 
stock. It seems to 11 s it has 
been ten years since the prair¬ 
ies were so green and beautiful 
as they are now. This means 
good pasture and plenty of hnv. 
and after the experiences of the 
past few years, an abundance of 
feed is a matter of great con¬ 
solation and worth to stockmen.

SEED REPORT 

Alberta and British Columbia 

With the exception of 80,000 
80,000 pounds of red clave seed 
in the Sumas district of British 
Columbia, there L practically r.o 
available supply of clover and 
grass seeds left in grower’s 
hands. The large production of 
timothy seed in the Pincher 
Creek area of Alberta and the 
Bulklev Valley of British Col¬ 
umbia has practically all been 
marketed during the season. 
There are still n few small lots 
of brome and western rye grass 
in growers’ hands in Alberts, 
but these will not likely reach 
regular trade channels. It would 
appear that there is an insuffi¬ 
cient supply of alfalfa and cres¬ 
ted wheat grass for Albertan 
demand, and alsike is said to he 
in short supply in British Col¬ 
umbia. Sweet clover is also in 
rather short supalv in Alberta 
and is being bought from grow¬ 
ers at 4c to Go pe r pound. Seed 
merchants report a good de¬ 
mand from farmers fop these 
seeds.
